A mv return lately into England *, I met by great accident (for ſueh I account 
it to be, that any copy of it ſhould be extant any where ſo long, unleſs at his 
houſe who printed it) a book intituled, “ The Iron Age,” and publiſhed under my 
name, during the time of my abſence. I wondered very much how one who could be 
fo foolith to write fo ill verſes, ſhould yet be ſo wife to ſet them forth as another man's 
rather than his en; though perhaps Le miglit have made a better choice, and not 
fathered the batiard upon fuch a perſon, hof Buck of reputation is, I fear, little 
enough for maintenance of his own numerous legitimate offspring of that kind. It 
would have been much lefs injurious, if it kad pleated the author to put forth ſome of 
my writings under his own name, rather than his own under mine: he had been in that 
a more pardonable plagiary, and had done lets wrong by robbery, than he does by ſuch 
a bounty; for nobody can be jultiticd by the impwation even of another's merit; and our 
own coarſe clouths arc like to become us better than thoſe of another man, though never 
fo rich: but tlieſe, to fay the truth, were ſo beggarly, that I mylelf was aſhamed to 
wear them. It was in vain for me, that I avoided cenfure by the concealment of my 
own writings, if my reputation could be thus exccuted in giv ; and impoſſihle it is for 
any good name to be in ſafet y, if the malice of witches have the power to conſume and 
deſtroy it in an image of their own making. This indeed was fo ill made, and ſo unlike, 
that I hope the charm took no effect. So that I eſteem mylelf lets prejudiced by it, 
than by that which has been done to me ſince, almoſt in the ſame kind; which ts, 
the publication of ſome things of mine without my conſent or knowledge, and thoſe fo 
- mangled and imperfect, that I could neither with honour acknowledge, nor with honeſty 
. quite clgrow them. C 66„Sd 
Of which ſort, was a comedy called © The Guardian,” printed in the year 1650 
| but made and acted before the Prince, in his paſſage through Cambridge towards York, 
at the beginning of the late unhappy war; or rather neither made nor acted, but rough- 
drawn only, aud repcatcd ; for the haſte was fo great, that it could neither be reviſed. 
or perfected by the author, nor learned without book by the actors, nor ſet forth in 
any meaſure tolerably by the officers of the college. After the reprefentation (which, I 
confeſs, was ſumewhat of the lateſt) I began to look it over, and changed it very much, 
itriking out ſome whole parts, as that of the poet and the foldier ; but I have loſt the 
copy, and dare not think it deſerves the pains to write it again, which makes me omit 
it in this publication, though there be ſome things in it which I am not aſhamed of, 
taking the excuſe of my age and ſmall experience in human converſation when I made 
it. But, as it is, it is only the hafty firit-fitting of a picture, and therefore like to re-

From this which has happened to myſelf, I began to reflect on the fortune of almoſt 
all writers, and eſpecially purts, whoſe works (commonty printed after their deaths) we 
_ ind ſtufted out, either with counterfeit pieces, Iike falſe money put in to fill up the bag, 
though it add nothing to the ſum; or with ſuch, wich, though of their own coin, 
they would have called in themſelves, for the baſencſs of the allay : whether this proceed 
trom the indiſcretion of their friends, who think a vait heap of ſtones or rubbiſha better 
monument than a litt'e tomb of marble ; or by the unworthy avarice of ſome ſtationers, 
who are content to diminiſh the value of the author, ſo they may increaſe the price of 
the book; aud, like vintnsrs, with Tonhilticate mixtures, ſpoil the whole veſſel of wine, 
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to make 3 it vield more profit. This has been the caſe with Shakeſpeare, Fletcher, 
tonſon, and many others; part of whoſe poems I ſhould take the boldneſs to prune and

| baptize it in Jordan, for it will never become clean by bathing in the water of Da- 
maſcus. There wants zmethinks, but the converſion of that, and the Jews, for the 


accompliſhment of the kingdom of Chriſt. And as men, before their receiving of the 


faith, do not without ſome carnal reluQancies apprehend the bonds and fetters of it, but 
find it afterwards to be the trueſt and greateſt liberty : it will fare no otherwiſe with 


| this art, after the regeneration of it; it will meet with wonderful variety of new, more 
beautiful, and more delightful objects 3 neither will it want room, by * confined t to 


heaven. 
There is not ſo great a lye to be found in any poet, as che vulgar conceit of mea, 
that lying is eſſential to good poetry. Were there ucver fo wholeſome nouriſhment to 


be had (but alas! it breeds nothing but diſeaſes) out of thete boatted feaſts of love and 
_ fables; yet, methinks, the unalterable continuance of the diet ſhould make us nauſeate 


it: for it is almoſt impoſſible to ſerve up any new diſh of that kind. They are all but 
the cold-meats of the ancients, new-heated, and new ſet forth. I do not ut all wonder 
that the ald pocts made ſome rich crops out of thefe grounds; the heart of the ſoil 


was not then wrought out with continual tillage : but what can we expect now, who 
come a gleaning, not after the firil reapers, but after the very beggars? Beſides, 
though thoſe mad ſtories of the gods and heroes ſeem in themfelves 4% ridiculous ; ; yet 

they were then the whole body (or rather chaos) of the theology of thoſe times. 


They were belicved by all, ng a few philoſophers, and perhaps ſome atheiſts; and 
ſerved to good purpoſe among the vulgar (as pitiful things as they are), in ſtrengthen- 


ing the authority of law with the terrors of conſcience, ard tapectation of certain re- 
_ wards and unavoidable puniſhments. There was no other religion ; and therefore t“ at 
was better than none at all. But to us, who have no need of them; to us, who deride 


| their folly, aud are wearied with their impertinencies; they ought to appear no better 
5 arguments for verſe, than thoſe of their worthy tucceffors, the knights-crrant. What 
can we imagine more proper for the ornaments of wit or learning in the itory of Deuca- 
lion than in that of Noah? Why will not the actions of Sampſon afford as plentiful 


matter as the labours of Hercules? Why 1s not Jeptha's daughter as good a woman as 


Tphigenia ? and the friendſhip of David and Jonathan more worth» celebration than 
that of Theſeus and Pirithous © Docs not the paſſage of Moſes and the Iſraelites into 
the Holy Land yield incomparably more poctical variety than the voyages of Ulyſſes 


or Eneas? Are the obtolete thread-barc tales of Thebes and Troy half fo ſtored with 


great, heroical, and ſupernatural actions (ſince verſe will needs find or make ſuch), as 
5 the wars of * of the Judges, of David, and divers others? Can all the transfor- 
mations of the gods give inch copious hints to flouriſh and expatiate on, as the true mi- 
racles of Chriſt, or of his prophets and apoſtles? What do I inilance in theſe few 


- particulars? ? All the books of the Bible are either already molt admi: rable and n 
es ** of poely, or are the beſt materials i in the world for it, 


Let, though they be in themſelves ſo proper to be made uſe of for * purpoſe ; "Mi 
none but a good artift will know how to do it: neither muſt we thiuk to cut and poliſh 


diamonds with ſo little pains and ſkill as we do marble. For, if any man defign to 
compoſe a ſacred poem, by only turning a ſtory of the Scripture, like Mr. Quarles's, 


or ſome other godly matter, like Mt. Heywood of angels, into rhyme ; he is ſo far tr 1 
elevating of poeſy, that he only abaſes divinity. In brief, he who can write a pro- 
phane poem well, may write a divine one better; but he who can do that but ill, will 


do this much worſe. The ſame fertility of invention; the fame wit lom of diſpoſition; 
the ſame judgment in obſervance of decencies; the fame luſtre and vigour of elocution ; 


the ſame modeſty and majeſty of number; briefly, the tame kind of habit, | is required to 
both : only this latter allows better tuff; and therefore would look more deformedly, 


l dreſt in it. I am far from afuning to myſelf to have fulfilled the, duty of this weight, 


undertaking: but fure I am, there is nothing yet in our language (nor perhaps in any) 
that is in any degree anſwerable to the idea that I conceive of it.

| bing, ſpreads farther ; which appears in that I have ventured upon this Third Edition. 
What though it be neglected? It is not, I am ſure, the firſt book which hath lighted 
tobacco, or been employed by cooks and grocers. If in all men's judgment it ſuffer 
ſhipwreck, it ſhall ſomething content me, that it hath pleaſed myſelf and the Book-

CONCERNING THE 
GOVERNMENT OF GLIVER CROMWELL. 


I was the funeral day of the late man who made himſelf to be called protector. 
And though I bore but little affe&tion, either to the memory of him, or to the 
trouble or folly of all public pageantry, yet I was forced by the importunity of my com- 
pany to go along with them and be a ſpectator of that ſolemnity, the expectation of 
which had been fo great, that it was faid to have brought ſome very curious perſons | 
(and no doubt fingular virtuoſos) as far as from the Mount in Cornwall, and from the 
Orcades. I found there had been much more colt beſtowed than either the dead man, 
or indeed death itſelf, could deſerve. There was a mighty train of black aſſiſtants, 
among which, too, divers princes in the pertons of their ambaſſadors (being infinitely 
afflicted for the loſs of their brother) were pleaſed to attend; the hearſe was magnificent, 
the idol crowned, and (not to mention all other ceremomes which are practiſed at 
royal interments, and therefore by no means could be omitted here) the vaſt multitude 
of ſpectators made up, as it uſes to do, no ſmall part of the ſpectacle itſelf. But yet, 
I know not how, the whole was ſo managed, that, methought, it ſomewhat repreſented 
the life of him for whom it was made; much noiſe, much tumult, much expence, - 
a much magu:!cence, much vain-glory; briefly, 1 great how, and yet, after all this, bur 
an ill fight. At laſt {for it ſcemed long to me, and like his ſhort reign too, very te- 
dious) the whole ſcene paſſed by; and 1 retired back to my chamber, weary, and I 
think more melancholy than zy of the mourners; where I began to ref ct on the 
whole life of thus prodigious man: and tlometimes I was filled with horror and deteſta- 
tion of his actions, and {ometimes I inclined a littiz to reverence and admiration of his 
| courage, conduct, and fuccels 3 till by theſe different motions and agitations of mind, 
rocked as it were allecp, I fell at att into this vifion; or if you pleaſe to call it but a

{ think I ſhould have gone on, but that I was interrupted by a ſtrange and terrible 
apparicion ; for there appeared to me (arifing out of the carth, as [ conceived) the figure 
of 2 man, taller than a giant, or indeed than the ſnadow of any giant in the evening. 

His body was naked; but that nakedneſs adorned, or rather deformed, all over, with 
ſeveral figures, after the manner of the ancient Britons, painted vpon it: and I perceived 
that molt of them were the re preſentation of the late battles 1a our civil wars, and (if L 

be not much miſtaken) it was the battle of Naſeby that was drawn upon his breaſt. His 

eyes were like burning braſs; and there were three crowns of the ſame metal (as I 
gucied), and that looked as red-hot too, upon his head. He held in lus right. hand a 
ford, that was yet bloudy, and nevertheleſs the motto of it was, * Pax quzritur bello;F“ 
and in his heft hand a thick book, upon the back of which was wriiten in letters of gold, 
Acts, Ordiaances, FrutcHations, Covenaats, — 5, Declarations, Remon- 
ſtrances Iz Ke. 

Thongh this Curl, leu, unuſu: al, and dreadCal object might have *. à greater cou- 
rage thau mine; yet lo it pleaſed God (for there is nothing r bolder than a man in a 
viuon) thet | was not at all daunted, but aſked him reſolutely and briefly, © What art 
thou?” Au he fuld, © I am called the ge welt principality, his highnefs, the pro- 
vector of che commonwealth of England, Scotland, and Ireland, and the dominions be- 
long ing thereto; for I am that angel, * 3 the Almighty has committed the go- 
vernment ok: hoſe three einydoms, w hich thou feeſt from this place.” And I anſwered 
an, ſaid, * It it be fo, Sir, it ſeems to me that for almoſt that e twenty years paſt, your 
highncls has been abſent from your charge: for not only if any angel, but if any wiſe 
and lone ft man, had ſince that time been our governor, we ſhould 1 not have waudered 
thus ling in thele laborious and endleſs labyrinths of confuſion, but either not have en- 

terech at all into them, or at leaſt have returned back ere we had abſolutely Jolt our way; 

but, mitead of your bigbneſs, we have had lince ſuch a protector, as was his predeceſſor 
Richard the Third to the king his nephew; for he preſently flew the commonwealth, 

_ which he pretended to protect, and ſet up bimfclf in the place of it: a little leſs guilty 
indeed in one re ſpec, becauſe the other flew an innocent, and tnis man did but murder 

C murderer. Such a protector we have had, as we would have been glad to have 

changed for an enemy, and rather received a conſtant Pin k, chan this every month's 
apoſtute; ſuch a protector, as man is to his flocks which he ſheers, and ſells, or devours 
himſelf, and L would fain know, what the wolf, which he protects him from, could do 
more. Such a protector—” and as I was procgeding, methoughts, his highneſs began 
to pot on a diſpleaſed and threatening countenance, as men let to do when their deareſt 
friends happen to be traduced in their company; which gave me the firſt rife of jealouſy 
aguinlt him, for I did not believe that Cromwell among all foreign 3 bad 
ever held any with angels. However I was not hardened enougli vet to venture a 
quarrel with him then? and therefore (as if I had ſpoken to the pi vteRtor bimſelf i in 

Whitchall) I deſired him * that his hi;chneſs would * to pardon me, if I had un- 

wittingly ſpoken any thing to the diſparagement of. 5 * whoſe relations to his 

highnefs 1 had not the honour to know.“ ; 

At which he told me © that he had no other concernment. for his late bighneſs, than 
as he took him to be the greateſt man that ever was of the E. ng! lich nation, if not ( aid 
lie) of th: whole world: which gives me a juſt title ta the def 2 2 of his reputa tion, lince 

I now account my. ſelf, as it we re, a naturalized En:: liſh angel, by having bad fo long 

_ the management of the affairs of that country. And pray, countryman (laid he, very 

Kindly and very flat: eringly) for I would uot have you fall into the general error of the 
world, that deteſts ard decrics ſo extraordinary a virtue, What can be more extraordt- 

_ nary, hed chat a perſon of mean birth, no Fortune, no eminent qualities of body, which 
base ſometimes 3, or of N. incl, lach have often, raiſed man to the Ai melt 1g bes, ſhows 
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have the courage to attempt, and the happineſs to ſucceed in, ſo improbable : 
deſign, as the deſtruction of one of the moſt ancient and moit folidly-founded 
monarchies upon the earth? that he ſiould have the power or boldneſs to put his 
prince and maſter to an open and infamous death; to haniſh that numerous and 
ſtrongly-allicd family; to do all this under the name and wages of a parliament; 
to trample upon them too as he pleaſed, and ſpurn them out of doors, when 
he grew weary of them; to raiſe up a new and unheard-of monſter out of 
their aſhes; to ſtifle that in the very infancy, and let up himſelf above all things that 
ever were called fovereign in England ; to opprefs all his enemies by arms, and all his 
friends af erwards by artifice; to ſerve all parties patiently for a while, and to com- 
mand them victoriouſly at laſt; to over-run each corner of the three nations, and over- 
come with equal facility both the riches of the fouth and the poverty of the north; to 
be feared and courted by all foreign princes, and adopted a brother to the gods of the 
curth; to call together parliaments with a word of his pen, and ſcatter them again with 
the breath of his mouth; to be humbly and daily petitioned that he would pleaſe to be 
hired, at the rate of two millions a year, to be the malter of thoſe who had hired him 
| before to be their ſervant; to have the eftates and lives of three kingdoms as much at 
his diſpoſal, as was the little inheritance of his father, and tobe as noble and liberal in 
the ſpending of them; and laſtly (for there is no end of all the particulars of his glory), 
to bequeath all this with one word to his poſterity 3 to die with peace at home, 
und triumph abroad; to be buried among kings, and with mere than regal ſo- 
jemnity; and to leave a name behind him, not to be extinguiſhed, but with the whole 
world; which, as it is now too little for his praiſes, ſo might have been too for his 
conqueſts, if the ſhort line of his human life could have been ftretched-out to the ex-

y this ſpeech, I began to underſtand perfectly well what kind of angel his pre- 
tended highneſs was; and having fortiſied myſelf privately with a ſhort mental prayer, 
and with the ſign of the crofs (not out of any ſuperſtition to the ſign, but as a recog- 
nition of my baptiſm in Chriſt), I grew a little bolder, and replied in this manner: 
I ſhould not venture to oppoſe what you are pleaſed to ſay in commendation of the 
late great, and (I confeſs) extraordinary perſon, but that I remember Chriſt forbids us 
to give aſſent to any other doctrine but what himſelf has taught us, even though it

There would be no end to inſtance in the particulars of all his wickedneſs ; but, to 
ſum up a part of it briefly, What can be more extraordinarily wicked, than for a perſon, 
ſuch as yourſelf, qualiſy him righily, to endeavour not only to exalt himſelf above, but 
to trample upon, all his equals and betters? to pretend freedom for all men, and under 
the help of that preteuce to make all men his fervants? to take arms againſt taxes ot 
ſcarce two hundred thouſand pounds a vear, and to raiſe them himſelf to above two mil- 
1.008? to quarre! for the leſs of three or four cars, and to ſtrike off three or four hun— 
_G&ed heads? to fight gainſt an imaginary ſuſpicion, of I know not what? two thou- 
land guards to be fetched for the king, I know not from whence, and to keep up for 
himſelf no leſs than forty thouſand? to pretend the defence of parliaments, and violently 
to diſſolve all, evev of his own calling, and almoſt choohng? to undertake the fcfor- 
mation of religion, to rob it even to the very ikin, and then to expole it naked to the 
rage of all ſects and herchics? to ſet up counſels uf rapine, and courts of murder? to fight 
_ againſt the king under a commiſſion for him; to take him fereibly out of the hand: 
of thoſe for whom he had conquered him; to draw him into his net, wich proteſtations _ 
and vows of fidelity; and when he had caught him in it, to butcher him, with as little

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fame, as conſcience or humanity, in the open face of the whole world? to receive a 
commiſſion for the king and parlizment, to murder (as I faid) the one, and deltroy no 
leſs impudently the other? to fight againſt monarchy when he declared for it, and de- 
clare againit it when he contrived for it in his oven perſon? to abaſe perfidiouſly and 
fupplanx ingratefully his own general + firit, and afterwards molt of thoſe offt-ers, who, 
with the loſs of their honour, and havard of their fouls, had lifted him up to the top of 
his unreaſonable ambitions? to break his faith with all enemies and with all friends 
equally? and to make no leſs frequent uſe of the moſt folemn perjuries, than the looſer 
fort of people do of cuitomary oaths? to uſurp three kingdom; without any ſhadow of 
the leut pretenſions, and to govern them as unjuſtly as he got them? to ſet himſelf up 
as an idol (which we know, as St. Paul fays, in itſelf is nothing), and make the very 
tr ects of London like the valley of Hinnon, by burning the bowels of men as a ſacrifice 
ty his Molochſhip? to feek to entail this uſurpation upon his poſterity, and with it an 
endleſs war upon the nation? ant lattly, by the ſevereſt judgment of Almighty God, 
to die hardenzd, and mad, and unrepentant, with the curſes of the preſent age, and the 
deteſtation of all to fucceed 2?

But I take this to be the rule in the cafe, that, when 1 we "thy any iafamy upon de- 
ceuſed perſons, it ſhould not be done out of h 3 to the dead, but out of love and 
charity to the living: that the cur ſes, which only remain in men's thoughts, and dare 
not come forth againſt tyrants (becauſe they are ty rants) whilſt they are fo, may at leaſt 
be for ever ſettled and engraver. upon their memories, to deter all others from the like 
- wickedneſs; which elſe, in the time of their fooliſh proſperity, the flattery of their own 
er and of other men's tongues, v. ould not tuffer them to pereeree, Ambition is ſo 
ſubtile a tempter, and the corruption of human nature fo ſaſ-e2tible of the temptation, 
that a man can hardly reſiſt it, be he never ſo much forewarned of the evil confequenees; 
nuch leſs if he find not only the concurrence of the preſent, bat the approbation 
tao of following ages, which have the liberty to judge more freely. The miſchiet 
f tyranny is too great, even in the Mortelt time that it can continue; it is end- 
dels and inſupp ortable, if the example be to reign too; and if a Lembert muſt be i in- 
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vited to follow the ſteps of a Cromwell, as well by the voice of honour, as by the fight 
of power and riches. Though it may ſeem to ſome fantaſtically, yet was it wiiely, done 
of the Syracuſans, to implcad with the ſorms of their ordinary juſtice, to condomn and 
deſtroy, even the ſtatues of all their tyrants: if it were poſſible to cut them out of all 
hiſtory, and to extinguiſh their very names, I am of opinion that it ought to be done; 
but, ſince they have left behind them too deep wounds to be ever cloſed up without a 
ſcar, at leaſt let us ſet ſuch a mark upon their memory, that men of the ſame wicked in- 
clinations may be no leſs affrighted with their laſting ignominy, than enticed by their 
momentary glories. And, that your highneſs may perceive, that I ſpeak not all this 
out of any private animoſity againſt the perſon of the late protector, I affure you, upon 
my faith, that I bear no more hatrcd to his name, than I do to that of Marius or Sylla, 
who never did me, or any friend of mine, the lealt injury ;” and w ith that, tranſported

Here the ſpirit of verſe beginning a little to fail, I ſtopt : and his highneſs, ſmiling, 
ſald, “ Iwas glad to fee you engaged in the encloſure cf metre ; for, if you had ſtaid 
ia the open plain of declaiming againſt the word tyrant, I muſt have had patience for 
half a dozen hours, till you had tired yourſelf as well as me. But pray, countryman, 
to avoid this ſciomachy, or imaginary combat with words, let me know, Sir, what you 

mean by the name of tyrant, for I remember that, among your ancient authors, nor 
only all kings, but even Jupiter himſelf (your juvans pater) is ſo termed ; and perhaps, 
as it was uſed formerly in a good ſenſe, ſo we ſhall find it, upon better confideration, | 
to he {till a good thing for the benefit and peace of mankind ; at leaſt, it will appear 
whether your interpretation of it may be juſtly applied to the perſon, who is now the 


_ lubje@t of cur diſcomrſe.” „„ 3 nos 
call him (ſaid I) a tyrant, who ei;her intrudes himſelf forcibly into the gorern- 
ment of his fellow-citizens without any legal authority over them; or who, having a 
juft title to the government of a people, abuſes it to the deſtruction or torment ing of 


them. So that all tyrants are at the ſame time uſurpers, either of the whole, or at 


leaſt of a part, of that power which they aſſume to themſclves ; and no leſs are they to 
| be accounted rebels, ſince no man can uſurp authority over others, but by rebelling 
againſt them who had it before, or at leaſt againſt thoſe laws which were his ſuperiors : 
and in all theſe ſenſes, no hiſtory can afford us a more evident example of tyranny, or 
more out of all poſſibility of excuſe or palliation, than that of the perſon whom you. 
are pleaſed to defend; whether we conſider his reiterated rebellions againit all his 
ſuperiors, or his uſurpation of the ſupreme power to himſelf, or his tyrann in the 
exerciſe of it: and, if lawful princes have been eſteemed tyrants, by not contain!” 
themſelves within the bounds of thoſe laws which have been left them, as the ſphere ot 
their authority, by their forefathers, what ſhall we ſay of that man, who, having by _ 
right no power at all in this nation, couid not content himſelf with that wich had ſa- 
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tisfied the moſt ambitious of our princes ? nay, not with thoſe vailly extended limits of 


{overeignty, which he (diſdaining all that had been preſcribed and obſerved before) was 
pleated (out of great modeity) to ſet to himſelf; not abſtalning from rebellion and 
uſurpation even againſt his own laws, as well as thoſe of the nation 2? 

„Hold, friend, (aid his highneſs, pulling me by my arm) for 1 ſce your zeal is 
tranſporting you again; whether the protector were a tyrant in the exorbitant excr- 
ciſe of his power, we hal £ ſee anon ; it is requilite to examine, firſt, whether he were 
fo in the uſurpation of it. And! Tay, that not only he, but no man clic, ever was, or 
can be ſo; and that for theſe reaſons. Firit, WEIR all pow er belongs only to God, 
who is the ſource and fountain of it, as kings are of all honours iu their 7 Br Ny 
Princes are but his vicerovs in the little provinc:s of this world; and to ſome he gives 
their places for a few years, to ſome for their lixes, and to others (upon ends or deſerts 
beſl known to himſelf, or merely for his undifputable good pleature) he beilows, as it 
were, leaſes upon them, and their Pollerity, for ſuch a date of time as is prefixed in 
that patent of their deltiny, which is not legible to you men below. Neither is more 
unlawful for Oliver to fucceed Charles in the ki iugdom of England, when God ſo dif- 


poles of it, than it had tecn for him to have ſucceeded the Lord Strafford in the heu- 


tenancy of Ireland, if he had been appointed to it by the king then reigning. Men 
are in both the cafes obliged to obey him whom they ſee actually inveſted with the 
authority, by that forereign from whom he ought to derive it, without diſputing or 
_ examining the cauſes, either of the removal of the ont, or the ME of the other. 
Secondly, becauſe all power is attained, either by the election and conſent of the people 
(and that takes away your objection o forcible mtrution) or elſe by a conq; ueſt of 


them (and that gives ſuch a legal authority as you mention to be wanting in the uſurpation 


of a tyrant) ; fo that either this title i is right, and then there are no uſurpers, or elle 
it is a wrong ene, and then there are none elſe bat uſurpers, if you examine the original 


pretences of the priaces of the world. Thirdly, (which, quitting the difpute in general, 


is a particular juſtiſication of his kizhncſs) the government of England was totally broken 


and diftolved, and extinguiſhed by the cor.futions of a civil war; ſo that his highneſs 


could not be aecuſed to have Poſſelſed himſelf violently of the ancient building of the 


common e but to have prucently and peaccably built up a new one out of the 
ruins and aſhes of the former; and he, who after a deplorable ſhipwreck, can with ex 


traordinary induſtry gather together the di ſperſed aid broken planks and pieces of 1 2, 8 
and with no less wade: ful art and felicity ſo rejoin them, as to make a new veſſel more 


tight and beaut'ful than the old one, deſerves, no doubt, to have the command of her 
(even as his Inghacks had) by the defire of the ſeamen and paſſengers themſelves. And 
do but coniicer, lalthy, {for L omit a multitude of weighty things, that might be ſpoken 

upon this aatl> arg -ument) do but conlider fertoutly and impartially with yourſelf,

cifal God! did the right of this miſerable conqueſt remain then in his majelig; aud 
didſt thou ſuffer kim to be deſtroyed, with more barbarity than if he had been con- 
quered even by Savages and Canibals? Was it for king and parliament that we fought ; 
and has it fared with them juſt as with the army which we fought againſt, the one part 
being flain, and the other fled ? It appears theretore plainly, that Cromwell was not a 
conqueror, but a thief and robber of the rights of the king and parhament, and au 
ufurper upon thoſe of the people. I do not here deny conqueſt to be ſometimes 
(though it be very rarely) a true title; but I deny this to be a true conqueſt. Sure 
I am, that the race of our princes came not in by ſuch a one. One nation may con- 
quer another ſometimes juſtly ; and if it be unjuſtly, yet {till it is a true conqueſt, and 
they are to anſwer for the injuſtice only to God Almighty (having nothing elſe in 
authority above them) and not as particular rebels to their country, which is, and ought 
always to be, their ſuperior and their lord. If perhaps we find ufurpation inſtead of 
conqueſt in the original titles of ſome royal families abroad (as no doubt there have 
been many uſurpers before ours, though none in ſo impudent and execrable a manner) 
all I can ſay for them is, that their title was very weak, till, by length of time, and 
the death of all juſter pretenders, it became to be the true, becauſe it was the only ove. 
Vour third defence of his highnefs (as your highneſs pleates to call him) enters in 
molt ſeaſonably aſter his pretence of conqueſt; for then a man may ſay any thing. "The 
government was broken; who broke it? It was diffolved ; who diffolved it? It wi: 
extinguiſhed ; who was it, but Cromwell, who not only put out the light, but caſt away 
even the very ſnuff of it? As if a man ſhould murder a whole family, and then poitefe 
himſelf of the houſe, becaule it 1s better that he, than that only rats ſhould hve there. 
Teſus God! (ſaid 1, and at that word I perceived my pretended angel to give a ſtart 
aud trembled, but I took no notice of it, and went on) this were a wicked pretenſion, 
eren though the whok family were deſtroyed ; but the heirs (bleſſed be Ged!) are 
vet ſurviving, and likely to out- live all heirs of their diſpoſſeſſors, betides their infamy. 
“% Rode, caper, vitem, &c.” There will be yet wine enough left for the facrifice of 
_ thoſe wild beaſts, that have made ſo much ſpoil in the vineyard. But did Cromwell 
think, like Nero, to ſet the city on fire, only that he might have the honour of being 
founder of a new and more beautiful one? He could not have ſuch a ſhadow of virtue 
in his wickedneſs ; he meant only to rob more ſecurely and more richly in midſt of 
the combuſtion ; he little thought then that he ſhould ever have been able to make him- 
ſelf maſter of the palace, as well as plunder the goods of the commonwealth. He was 
glad to fee the public veſſel (the fovereign of the ſeas) in as deſperate a condition as 
his own little canoe, and thought only, with ſome ſcattered planks of that great ſhip- 
wreck, to make a better fiſherboat for himſelf. But when he ſaw that, by the 
_ drowning of the maſter, (whom he himſelf treacherouſly kuecked on the head, as be 
was ſwimming for his life) by the flight and diſperſion of others, and cowardly patience 
of the remaining company, that all was abandoned to his pleaſure 3 with the old bulk, 
and new miſhapen and difagreemy picces of his own, he made up, with much ado, thut 
piratical veſſel which we have feen him command, and which, how tight indeed it was, 


may belt be judged by its perpetual leaking.

be remembered for his glory, than St. Domingo for his diſadvantage; I mult confeſs, 
as to the honour of the Engliſh courage, th at t! ey were not wanting upon that occaſion 
(excepting only the fault of ſerving at lealt indirealy againlt their maſter), to the up- 
holding of the renown of their warlike anceltors. But for his particular ſnare of it, 
who ſate ſtill at home, and expoſed them fo frankly abroad, I can only fay, that, for 
leſs money than he in the ſhort time of his reign exacted from his fellow-ſubjects, ſome 
of our former princes (with the daily hazard of their own perſons) have added to the 
dominion of England, not only one town, but even a greater kingdom than itſelf. And 
this being all conſiderable as concerning his enterprizes abroad, let us examine, in 
the next place, how much we owe him for his jullice and g good government at 
home.

That wluch he put 
in practice was decunation * ; which was the molt impudent breach of all public faith 
that the whole nation had given, and all private capitulations which himſelf had made, 
as the nation's general and ſervant, that can be found out (J believe) 1 in all hiſtory, from 
any of the molt barbarous generals of the moſt barbarous people. W ich, be cauſe it 
has been moſt excellently and moſt largely laid open by a whole book written upon that 
ſubject, I ſhall only delire you here to remember the thing in general, and to be pleated 
to he upon that author, when you would recollect all the particulars and cirenmitance:

OF LIBERTY. 


T T HI. liberty of a people confilts in being governed by laws which they have made 
2 themſelves, under whatſoever form it be of government: the liberty of a private 
man, in being maſter of his own time and actions, as far as may conſiſt with the laws of 
God and of his countrey. Of this latter only we are herc to diſcourſe, and to enquire. 
what eitate of life does belt ſcat us in the poſſeſſion of it. This liberty of our own 
actions, is ſuch a fundamental privilege of human nature, that God himſelf, notwith- 
tanding all his infinite power and right over us, permits us to enjoy it, and that too 
after a forfeiture made by the rebellion of Adam. He takes fo much care for the intire 
_ preſervation of it to us, that he ſuſſers neither his providence nor eternal decree to 
break or infringe it. Now for our time, the ſame God, to whom we are but tenants- 
at-will for the whole, requires but the ſeventh part to be paid to him, as a ſmall quit- 
rent, in acknowledgement of his title. It is man only that has the impudence to de- 
mand our whole time, though he never gave it, nor can reſtore it, nor is able to pa.“ 
auy conſiderable value for the leaſt part of it. This birth-ripht of mankind above all 
other creatures, ſome are forced by hunger to ſell, like Eſau, for bread and broth ; but 
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the greateſt part of men make ſuch a 3 for the deli rery up of themſelxes, as 
Thamar did with Judah ; inſtead of a kid, the neceſſary proviſions for human life, they 
are conteuted to do it for rings and bracelets. The great dealers in this world may be 
divided into the ambitious, the covetous, and the voluptuous; and that all theſe men 
{ell themſelves to be ſlaves though to the vulgar it may ſcem a Stoical paradox, will 
appear to the wite ſo plain and obxiuus that they will ſcarce thiuk it deferves the labour 
of argumentation.

a price as their own ſcryitude, to purchaſe the domination kak er ethers. The firſt thing 
they mult reſolve to facritice, is their whole time; they mutt never ſtop, nor ever tur: 
aide, whillt they are in the race of glory, no not lite Atalanta for golden apples. Net-

Par, let us but conſicler à little, what mean, fervile things men do for this imagi- 


nary food. We cannot fetch a greater example of it, than from the chief men of that 
nation which boalted moſt liberty. To what pitiful baſeuefs did the nobleſt Romans 


ſubmit themſelves, for the obtaining of a prætorſhip, or the contular dignity ! They put 


on the habit of ſuppliants, and ran about on foot, and in dirt, through all the tribes, to 


beg voices ; they flattered the pooreſt artiſans; and carried a nomenclator with them, 
to whitper | in their car every man's name, leſt they thould mittake it in their falutations ; * 
they hook the hand, aud kiſſed the check, of every popular tradeſwan ; they ſtood all 
day at every market in the puns places, to ſew and ingratiate themſelves to the rout; 
they employed all their friends to ſolicit for them; they kept open tables in every ſtrect; 


they diſtributed wine, and bread, and money, even to tlic vileſt of the people. we 2 


Romanos rerum dominos | !”” Behold the maiters of the world begging from door to 


door! This particniar humble way of greatnefs is now out of faſhion ; but yet every 
_ ambitious perſon is ſtill in ſome fort a Roman candidate. Ile mutt feait and bribe, 


and attend and flatter, and adore many beœaſte, though not the beaſt with many heads. 


Catiline, who was fo proud that ke could not content himſelf with a leſs power than 


Sylla's, was yet ſo humble, for the attaiuing of it, as to make himſelf the moſt conte mpti- 
ble of all ſervants ; to be a public bawd, to provide whores, and fomething worſe, for 


all the young gentlemen of Rome, whoſe hot luſts and courage, and heads, he tho! nel 
he might make uſe of And, ſince I happen here to propeſe Catilice for n. * inſtance 
(though there be thoufand of examples for the tame thing), give me leave to trunſcribe 
ruhe character which Cicero 6 gives of this noble ſlave, becauſe it is a gencral acicrip- 
tion of all ambitious men, and which Machiavel Fb would far ougkt to be the 
rule of their life and actions: 


„ This man (ſavs he, as moil of you may ; wal remember) had many wrtificin bebe 


and ſtrokes, that looked like the beauty of great virtues ; his intimate converſation was 
with the worſt of men, and vet le ſeemed to be an admirer and lover of the belt 3 he 


was furniſhed with all the nets of luſt and luxury, and yet v -anted not the arms of !. 8 


and induſtry : neither do I believe that there was ever any monſter of nature, compoled 
out of ſo many different and ditagreeing parts. Who wore acceptable, ſometimes, to 
the molt honourable perſons; who more a favourite to the moſt infamous? who, 
ſometimes, appeared a braver champion; wizo, at other times, a holder enemy to his 
countrey? who more diſſolute in lis plenſurcs; wo . Pave ut in bis toils ? who 


more rap: acious in robbing ; who more profule 1 1 vi ing? Above all things, this was 
remarkable and adniirable in him, the arts * bad to acquire the god opinion and 


kindneſs of all forts of men, to retaln it with v rat complailance e, to ommavicate all

4%, by the artificial fi-ulation of fume virtues, he made a ſhift to enſnare ſome hoack 
and eminent perſors into tas fawiharity, Neither could fo vaſt a defign as the dellruc- 
tion of this empire bare been undertaken by him, if the immanity of ſo many vices had 
not been corcred and difented by the zppearances of ſome excellent qualities.”

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that opinion which Brutus imputes (J hope, untruly ?) even to that patron of liberty, 
his friend Cicero:“ We fear {ſays he to Atticus) death, and baniſhment, and poverty, 
a great deal too much. Cicero, I am afraid, thinks theſe to be the worſt of evils; and, 
if ke have but ſome pertons, from whom he can obtain what he has a mind to, and 
others who will flatter and worſhip him, feems to be well enough contented with an ho- 
noutable ſervitude, if any thing indeed ought to be called howurable in ſo baſe and con- 
zumelioms a condition.” This was ſpoken as became the braveit man who was ever 
born in the draveſt commonwealth. But with us generally, no condition paſſes for ſer— 
vitude, that is accompanied w:th great riches, with honours, and with ſervice of many 
inferiors. "Vh's is but a deception of the tight through a falle medium; for if a groum 
fer ve a gentleman in his chamber, that gentleman a lord, and that lord a prince; the 
groom, the Centleman, and the lord, arc as much ſervants one as the other; the cir- 
cumſtantial diff ence of the one's getting only his bread and wages, the ſecond a plen- 
tiful. and the tund a ſaperfluous ettate, is no more intrinſical to this matter, than the 
diſſicenes ketween a plain, a rich, and gaudy livery. I do not ſay, that he who ſells his 
wh + time and hie own will for one hundred thoufand, is not a wiſer merchant than he 
who Gs it for on! tundred pounds; but I will twear, they are both merchants, and that 
he is nappier than both, who can live contentedly without ſelling that eſtate to which he 
was born. But this dependance upon fuper:ors is but one chain of the lovers of

Let us begin with him by break of day: for by that time he is beſieged by two or 
three hundred ſuitors; and the hall and anuchambers (all the out-works) poſſeſſed bv 
the enemy: as ſoon as his chamber opens, they are ready to break into that, or to cor- 
rupt the guards, for entrance. This is ſo eſſential a part of greatneſs, that whoſoever 
is without it, looks like a fallen ſavourtite, like a perion diſgraced, and condemned to do 
what he plcaſes all the morning. There are tome who, rather than want this, are con- 
tented to have their rooms filled up every day with murmuring aud culing creditors, 
and to charge bravely through a body of thein to get to their coach. Now I would fair. 
know which is the worſt duty, that of any one particular perſon who waits to ſpeak 
with the great man, or the great man's, who waits every day to fpcak with al!

a hundred buſineſſes of other nen (many unjult, and moſt 1mpertinent) fly continnally 
about his head and ears, and itrike him in the face like Dorres. Le: us contemplate him

lord of all nature : the earth affords him her belt metals fur Lis diſhes, her belt vegetables 
and animals for his food; the air and fea {1pply him with their choicelt birds aud fiſhes ; 
and a great many men, Who look like matters, attend upon him; and yet, when all this 
is donc, even all this is but able Phojle ; it is eroveded with people for whom he cares 
not, with many paralites and fome ſpies, with the molt Eurdenſome fort ot _gueits, the

But every body pays him great reſp<&t ; every body commends his meat, that is, his 
money; every body admires che exquilite dreifiug and ordering of it, that is, his clerk _ 
of the kitchen, or his cook: c ry body loves Ins hoſpitality, that is, his vanity. But I 
defire to know why tlie tonelt inn-kerper, who provides a public table for his profit, 
ſhould be of nean profcjiion ; and he, who does it for his honour, a munificent Prince.

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is in cuſtom and in fancy. If then his table be made “ a ſnare” (as the Scripture * 
| ſpeaks) © to his liberty,” where can he hope for freedom? There is always, and every 
where, ſome reſtraint upon him. He is guarded with crowds, and ſhackled with forma- 
lities. "The half hat, the whole hat, the half ſmile, the whole ſmile, the nod, the embrace, 
the politive parting with a little bow, the comparative at the middle of the room, the 
ſuperlative at the door; and, if the perſon be pan huper ſebaſtus, there is a hyper- 
ſuperlative ceremony then of conducting him to the bottom of the ſtars, or to the very 
gate: as if there were ſuch rules ſet to thete Leviathans, as are to the lea, “ Hitherto 
ſhalt thou go, and no further .“ | | 
Perditur hæc inter miſero lux |, 

Thus wretchedly the precious day was loſt. | 

How many impertinent letters and viſits muſt he receive, and ſometimes anſwer both | 
too as impertinently ! He never ſets his foot beyond his threſhold, unleſs, like a funeral, 
he have a train to follow him; as if, like the dead corpſe, he could not ſtir, till the 
| bearers were all ready. * My life (ſays Horace, ſpeaking to one of theſe magniſicos) 
is à great deal more eafy and commodious than thine, in that I can go into the market, 


and cheapen what I pleaſe, without being wondered at; and take my horſe and ride as _ 


far as Tarentum, without being miſſed.” It is an unpleafant conſtraint to be always 
under the light and obſervation, and cenſure, of others; as there may he vanity in it, 
fy methinks there ſhould be vexation, too, of ſpirit ; and I wonder how princes can endure 
to have two or three hundred men ſtand gazing upon them whilſt they are at dinner, 
and taking notice of every bit they cat. Nothing ſeems greater and more lordly than 
the multitude of domellic ſervants ; but even this too, if weighed ſeriouſſy, is a piece of 
tervitude ; unleſs you will be a ſervant to them (as many men are), the trouble and care 
of yours in the government of them all, is much more than that of every one of them in 
their obſervance of you. I take the profeſſion of a ſchool- maſter to be one of the moſt 
_ wfcful, and which ought to be of the moſt honourable in a common-wealth ; yet cer- 
tainly all his faſces and tyrannical authority over ſo many boys takes away his own liberty 
more than thews. © - i TE Conde 1s 5 | 
I do but flightly touch upon all theſe particulars of the ſlavery of greatneſs: I ſhake 
but a ſew of their outward chains; their anger, hatred, jcalouſy, fear, envy, grief, and 
all the et cetera of their paſſions, which are the ſecret, but conſtant, tyrants and tor- 
turers of their life, | omit here, becauſe, though they be ſymptoms molt frequent and 
violent in this diſeaſe, yet they are common too in ſorae degree to the epidemical diſeaſe 
of life itſelf. nod Wl 185 5 „ 
But the ambitious man, though he be ſo mauy ways a ſlave (5 totres ſerous ! ) yet he 
hears it bravely and heroically ; he ttruts and looks big upon the ſtage ; he thinks him- 
if a real prince in his maſking-habit, and deceixes too all the foolith part of his ſpec- 
tators: he 18 a ſlave n ſulurnilibus. The covetous man is a downright ſervant, a draught- 
horſe without bells or feathers : ad mctalla damnatus, a man condemned to work in mines, 
which is the loweſt and hardeſt condition of ſervitude; and, to increaſe his miſery, a 
worker there for he knows not whom: * He heapeth up riches, and knows not who 
« al! enjoy them g;“ it is onhy ſure, that he himſelf neither ſhall nor can enjoy them. 
He is av mdigent, needy flave ; he will hardly allow himſelf cloaths and board.

He defrauds not only other men, but his own genius; he cheats himſelf for money. | 
Put the lervile and nuferable condition of this wretch is ſo apparent, that I leave it as 
edn to every man's fight, as well as judgment. — —— 

It ſcems a more difficult work to prove that the voluptuous man too is but a ſervant : 
what can be more the life of a freeman, or, as we fay ordinarily, of a gentleman,

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tan to tullow nothing but his own 3 ? Why, [ will tell you who is that true 
freeman, and that true gentleman 3 not he who blindly follows all his pleaſures (the 
very name of folluawer is of vile) ; but he who rationally guides them, and is not hindered 
nv outward impediments in 5 conduct and enjoyment of them. If I want {kill or 
force to reſtrain the beaſt that I ride upon, though I bought it, and call it my own, yet, 
it the truth of the matter, I am at that time rather his man, than he my horſe. The 
-uluptuous men (whom we are fallen upon) may be divided, I think, into the luſtful 
und luxurious, who are both ſervants of the belly ; the other, whom we ſpoke of Ty 
the ambitious and the covetous, were a 3roiz, end 70 0 beaſts; theſe are y2ricee acyaiy 
ſlou bellies, as our trauflation renders it, but the word «ez; (which is a i; tele word, 
with two directly oppoſite ſignifications) . ill bear as well the tranſlation of qu:z4 or 
dilivent bellies ; and both interpretations may be applicd to theſe men. Mctrodorus 
faid, that he had learnt © abi. yure E . to give his belly jult thanks for all 
& his pleaſures.” This, by the calummators of Epicurus's philoſophy, was objected as 
one of the molt ſcandalous of all their fayings; which, according to my char ĩtable un- 
deritanding, may admit a very virtuous feule, which is, that he "thanked his own belly 
tor that moderation, in the cuftumary appetites of it, which can only give a man liberty 
and happineſs in this world. Let this ſuc at preſent to be ſpoken of thoſe creat 
triumvint of the world; the covetous man, who id a mean — like Lepidus; the 
an bitious, who is a dende one, like Octavius; and the voluptuous, | v. * 1; a looſe and 
Ae bauched one, like Mark Antony: | |

This, 1 confeſs, is a freeman ; ; but it may * bad, that many - Peres are iv hackled by 
their fortune, that they are hindered from enjoyment of that manumilſian which they 
have obtained from virtue. I do both underſtand, and in part feel, the weight of this 


__ objection: all I can anſwer to it is, that we mult get as muc!n kiberty as we can, we mult 


ute our utmolt endeavours, and, when all that 15 done, he ce tente with the length 
or that line which is allowed us. If you aſk me, in what condition of life 1 think the 
molt allowed ; I ſhould pitch upon that ſort of people, whom King James was wont to 

call the happieſt of our nation, the men placed in the country by their fortune above 
an high conſtable, and yet beneath the trouble of a juſtice of peace; in a moderate 
plenty, without any jult argument for the deſire of inercaſing it by the care of many 
relations; and with ſo much knowledge and love of piety and philoſophy (that is, of 


the {tudy of God's laws, aud of his creatures) as may afford him matter enough never 


do bo idle, though without butinels ; ; ond. never to be melancholy, though w ithout fin 
Or vanity . 5 |

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« \T UNQUAM minus ſolus, quam cum ſolus,“ is now become a very vulgar 
| faying. Every man, aud almoſt every boy, for theſe ſeventeen hundred years, 
has had it in his mouth. But it was at firlt ſpoken by the excellent Scipio, who was 
without queſtion a moſt eloquent and witty perſon, as well as the moſt wife, moſt wor- 
thy, moſt happy, and the greatelt of all mankind. His meaning, no doubt, was this, 
that he found more ſatisfaction to his mind, and more improvement of it, by ſolitude | 
than by company; and, to ſhew that he ſpoke not this lcoſely or out of vanity, 
after he had made Rome miſtreſs of almoſt the whole world, he retired himſelf from * : 
by a voluntary exile, and at a private houſe, in the middle of 8 wocd, near Linternum *, 
paſſed the remainder of his glorious life no le ſs gloriouſly. This houſe Seneca went to 
Tee ſo long after with great veneration : and, among other things, deſcribes his bats 
to have been of ſo mean a ſtructure, that now, ſays he, the baſelt of the people would 
deſpiſe them, and cry ont, “ Poor Scipio underſtood not how to live,” What an au- 
| thority is here for the credit of retreat! and happy had it been for Hanmbal, if adver- 
ſity could have taught him as much wiſdom as was learnt by Scipio from the higheſt 
proſperitics. This would be no wonder, if it were as truly as it is colourably and wittilyx 
Jaid by Monſieur de Montagne, That ambition itſelf might teach us to love ſolitude ; 
« there is nothing does ſo much hate to have companions.” It is true, it loves to 
have its elbows free, it deteſts to have company on either fide ; but it delights above 
ull things in a train behind, aye, and uſhers too before it. But the greateft part of men 
are ſo far from the opinion of that noble Roman, that if they chance at any time to be 
without company, they are like a becalmed ſhip ; they never move but by the wind of 
other men's breath, and have no oars of their own to ſteer withal. It is very fantaſti- 
cal and contradictory in human nature, that men ſhou!d love themſelvæs above all the 
reſt of the world, and yet never endure to be with themſelves. When they are in love 
_ with a miſtreſs, all other perſons are importunate and burthenſome to them. Tecum 
4c vivere amem, tecum obeam luhens,” they would live and die with her alone. 
Sic ego ſeeretis poſſum bene vivere ſylvis, 
ET, Qua nulla humano fit via trita pede. 5 
Tu mihi curarum requies, tu nocte vel atra _ 
Lumen, & in ſolis tu mihi turba locis .“ 
With thee for ever J in woods could reſt, 
Where never human foot the ground has preſt.

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The truth of tlie matter is, that neither he who is a fop in the world, is a fit man to 
be alone ; nor he who has ſet his heart much upon the world, though he have never ſy 
much und rltand ng; fo that ſolitude can be weil fitted, and fit right, but upon a very 
few perſo: 0. They muit have enough knowledge of the world to ice the vanity of it, 
and enough virtue to d-tpile all vanity ; if the mind bc poſſeſſed with any luſt or paſſions, 
a min had better be in à fair, than in a wood alone. They may, like petty thicves, 
Clitat 4s * perhi ps, and pick our pockets, in the midit of company; but, like robbers, 
they nee to rip and bind, or murder us, when they catch us alone. This is but to 
retreat from men, and fall into the hands of devils. It is like the pnniſhment of parri- 
ces among the ä to be —— into a bag, with an ape, a dog, and a 
ſerpent. 

The firſt work therefore that a man mult * to make himſelf eh of the good of 
foiitnde, is, the very eradication of all luſts; for how is it poflible for a man to enjoy 
himſelf, while his afſections are tied to things without himſelf? In the ſecond place, he 
muſt learn the art and get the habit of thinking; for this too, no leſs than well-ſyeak- 
ing, depends upon much practice; and cogitation is the thing which diſtinguiſhes the 
ſolitude of a God from a wild beaſt. Now, becauſe the ſoul of man is not by its own 

nature or obſervation furniſhed with ſufficient materials to work upon, it is neceſſary 
for it to have continual recourſe to learning and books for freſh ſupplies, fo that the 
_ folitary life will gꝛow indigent, and be ready to itarve, without them; hut if once we be 
thoroughly engaged in the love of letters, abend of beiug wearted with the length of 
any day, w we ſhall only complain of the ſhortneſs of our w hole _ 


O vita, ſtulto longa, ſapienti brevis * 
O life, long to the fool, ſhort to the wiſe! 


:" The firſt miniſter of ſtate has not ſo much bulineſs in pi, blie, as a wiſe man has is 
8 private : if the one have little leiſure to be alone, the other has leſs leifure to be in com- 
pany; the one has but part of the affairs of one nation, the other all the works of God 
and nature, under his conſideration. There is no ſaying ſhocks me ſo much as that 
which I hear very often, © That a man does not know how to paſs his time,” It 
would have been but ill-ſpoken by Methufalem in the nine hundred lixty-winth year " 8 
his life ; ſo far it is from us, who have not time enough to attain to the utmolt per 
tection of any part of any ſcience, to have canſe to complain that we are forced to be 
idle for want of work. But this, you will fay, is work only for the learned; others are 
not capable either of the employments or divertiſements that arrive from letters. I kn: "wo 
they are not; and therefore caunot much recommend ſolitude to a man totally illitera: 
But, if any man be ſo unlearned, as to want entertainment of the little intervals of ac 
eidental ſolitude, which frequently occur in almoſt all conditions (except the very mea Rey . 
of the people, who have buſineſs enough in the neceſſary provitions for life), it is truly 
a great ſhame both to his parents and hi imfelf ; for a very ſmall portion of any ingeuni- 
ons art will top up all thoſe gaps of our time: either muſic, or painting, or deſigning, | 
or chemiſtry, or gardening, or twenty other things, will do it uſefully and pleetantly ; 
and, if he happen to ſet his affeetions upon poetry (which 1 do not adviſe him too 
: immoderately )s that will over-do it; no wood will be thick enough iO hide him fr 0 
rhe! importunities of company or builacts, which would abſtract him from ! Nis beloved.

| fince that time, with his friend Metrodorus : after whole death, making in one of his 
letters a kind commemoration of the happineſs which they two had enjoyed together, 
he adds at laſt, that he thought it no diſparagement to thoſe great felicities of their 


life, that, in the mid{t of the moſt talked- of and talking country in the world, they had 
lived fo long, not only without fame, but almoſt without being heard of. And jar, 


within a very few years afterward, there were no two names of men more knew, or 
more geuerally celebrated. If we engage into a large acquaintance and various fami— 
liarities, we ſet open our gates to the invaders of muſt of our time: we expoſe our life 
to a quotidian ague of frigid impertinences, which would make a wiſe man trembi» to 
think of. Now, as for being known much by fight, and pointed at, I cannot

I love and commend a true good- fame, becauſe it is the ſhadow of virtue: not

The beſt kind of 
glory, no doubt, is that which is reffected from honeſty, ſuch as was the glory of Cato 
and Ariſtides; but it was harmful to them both, and is ſeldom beneficial to any man, 
wehilſt he lives; what it is to him after his death, I cannot ſay, becauſe I love not phi- 
loſophy merely notional and conjectural, and no man who has made the experiment has 
been fo kind as to come back to inform us. Upon the whole matter, I account a per- 
ſon who has a moderate mind and fortune, and lives in the converſation of two or 
three agreeable friends, with litttle commerce in the world belides, who is eſteemed 


well enough by his few neighbours that know him, and 1s truly irreproachable by any 
body; and fo, after a healthful quiet life, before the great inconvenicncies of old-age, 


goes more filently out of it than he came in (for I would not have him ſo much as

OF AGRICULTURE. 


HE firſt with of Virgil (as you will find anon by his verſes) was to be a good 
| philoſopher ; the ſecond a good huſbandman : and God (whom he feemed to un- 
derſtand better than moſt of the molt learned heathens) dealt with him, juſt as he 
did with Solomon; becauſe he prayed for wiſdom in the firit place, he added all things 
elſe, which were ſubordinately to be defircd. He made him one of the beſt philoſo- 
phers, and belt huſbandmen; and, to adorn and communicate both thoſe faculties, the 
beſt poet: he made him, beſides all this, a rich man, and a man who defired to be no 
3 ES O fortunatus nimiumn, & bona qui ſua novit !” | | | 
To be a huſbandman, is but a retreat from the city; to be a philoſopher, from the world; 
or rather, a retreat from the world, as it is man's, into the world, as it is Gocl's.“ 
But, ſince nature denies to molt men the capacity or appetite, and fortune allows but 
to a very few the opportunities or poſſibility, of applying themſelves wholly to philoſo- 
phy, the beſt mixture of human affairs that we can make, are the employments of a 
country life. It is, as Columella “ calls it, Res fine dubitatione proxima, & quaſi 
conſanguinea ſapientiæ,“ the nearelt neighbour, or rather next in kindred, to philo- 
ſophy. Varro ſays, the principles of it are the fame which Ennius made to be the prin- 


ciples of all nature, Earth, Water, Air, and the Sun. It docs certainly comprehend | 


more parts of philoſophy, than any one profeſſion, art, or ſcience, in the worid beſides : 
and therefore Cicero fays r, the pleaſures of a huſbandman, “ mihi ad ſapientis vitam

ceremonies of the heathen religion, which conſiſted all in mommery and madueſs ; the 
latter being the chief glory of the worſhip, and accounted divine inſpiration : this, Lay, 
a ſevere man would think; though I dare not determine fo tar againſt fo cuſtomary 2 
part, now, of good- breeding. And yet, who is there among our gentry, that docs not 
entertain a dancing-maſter for his children, as ſoon as they are able to walk? But, did 
| ever any father provide a tutor for his fon, to inſtruc him betimes in the nature and im- 
provements of that land which he intended to leave tim? That is at leaſt a ſuperiſuity, : 
and this a defeR, in our manner of education; and therefore I could wiſh (but cannot 
un theſe times much hope to ſec it) that one college i in each univerſity were erected, and 
appropria: ed to this ſtudy, as well as there are to medicine and the civil law: there would 
be no need of raaking a body of ſcholars and fellows, with certain endowments, as in 
other colleges ; it would ſuffice, if, after the manner of halle! n Oxford, there were only 
four profeſlors cunſtituted (for it would be too much wo: K Tor only one maſter, or 
principal, as they call him there) to teach theſe four parts of it: Firſt, Aration, and ail 
things relating to it. Secondly, Paſturage. "Thirdly, Garde eng, Orchards, V ineyards, 
and Woods. Fourthly, all parts of Rural Occonoiny ; which would contain the go- 
vernment of Bees, Swine, Poultry, Decoys, Ponds, Ke. and all that which Varro calls 
« yillaticas paſtiones,” together with the ſports of the field (which ought to be looked 
upon not only as pleaſures, but as parts of houſe-kecping), and the domeſtieul conler- 
vation and uſes of all that is brought in by induſtry abroad. I. he buſineſs of thetic ; beer 
feſſors ſhould not be, as is commonly practiſed i in other arts, only to read pompous «: 17102

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{tuperficial lectures, out of V irgil's Georgics, Pliny, Varro, or Colum:lla ; but to inſtru 
their pupils in the whole method and cuurfe of this fludy, which might be run through 
pe rhaps with diligence in a year or to; and the continual ſucceſſion of ſcholars, upon 
a moderate taxation for their diet, lodging, and learning, would be a ſuſſicient conſtant 
revenue for maintenance of the houſe and the profeſſors, who flonld be men not choſen 
for "the oſtentation of critical literature, but tor ſolid and experimental knowledge of the 
things they teach; ſuch men, fo induftrivus and public-fpirited, as I conceive Mr. 
Hartlib “ to be, if the gentleman be yet alive: but it is needleſs to ſpeak further of my 
thoughts of this deſign, unleſs the preſent diſpolition of the age allowed more probability 
of bringing i it into execution. What I have further to fay of the country life, ſhall be 
borrowed from the pocts, who were always the moſt faithful and affectionate friends to 
it.

He was blind, and could neither work in the 
country, nor enjoy the pleaſures of it; his helpleſs poverty was likelieſt to be ſuſtained 
in the richeſt places; he was to delight the Grecians with fine tales of the wars, and 
adventures of their anceiters ; his ſubject removed him from all commerce with us, and 
yet, methinks, he made a ſhift to ſhew his good-will a little. For, though he could do 
us no honour in the perſon of his hero Ul ſſes {much leſs of Achilles), becauſe his 
whole time was conſumed in wars and voyages; yet he makes his father LaertcS a 
gardener all that while, and ſeeking his conſolation for the abſence of his fon in the 
pleaſure of planting and even dunging his own grounds. Ye fee he did not contemn 
us peaſants; nay, fo far was he from that infulence, that he always ſtyles Eumæus, who 
kept the hogs, with wonderful reſpect, 9. $3:c5.2, the divine ſwircherd: he could have 
done no more for Menclaus or Agamemnon. And Theoeritus (a very ancient poct, but 
he was one of our own tribe, for he wrote nothing but paſtorals) gave the fame epithet 
to an huſbandman, 15 | | CE | 8 
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The divine huſbandman replied to Hercul s, who was but dee, himſelf. Theſe were 
civil Greeks, and who underſtood the dignity of our calling! Among the Romans we 
have, in the firſt place, our truly-divine Virgil, who, though by the favour of Mæcenas 
and Auguſtus he might have been one of the chief men of Rome, yet choſe rather to em- 
ploy much of his time in the exerciſe, and much of his immortal wit in the praiſe and 
inſtructions, of a ruſtic life; who, though he kad written before whole books of paltorals 
and georgics, could not abſtain in his great and imperial poem from deſcribing Evander, 
one of his beſt princes, as living juſt after the homely manner of an ordinary country- 
man. He ſeats him in a throne of maple, and lays him but upon a bear's-ſkin ; the 
kine and oxen ate lowing in his court-yord 3 the birds under the. caves of his windoy; 
call him up in the morning; and when he gors abroad, only two dogs go along with 
him for his guard; at laſt, when he brings ZEneas into his royal cottage, he make;

_ ambitions and hopes in this world, and by retiring from the noiſe of all buſineſs and 
_ almoſt company, yet I {tick {till in the inn of a hired houſe and garden, among weeds 
and rubbiſh; and without that pleaſanteſt work of human induſtry, the i em of 

ſomething which we call (not very properly, but yet we call) our own. I am gone 


out from Sodom, but I am not yet arrived at my little Zoar. O let me eſcape 


thither (is it not a little one?) and my foul ſhall live.” I do not look back yet ; but 
bare been forced to ſtop, and make too many halts. You may wonder, Sir, (for

Scnecto was a mau of a turbid and couſuſcd wit, who could not endure to ſpeak any 
but mighty words and ſentences, till this humour grew at laſt into fo notorious a habit, 
or rather diſcaſe, as became the ſport of the whole town: he would have no ſervants, 
but huge, maily tellows ; no plate or houſchoid-ttuf?, but thrice as big as the faſhion : you 
may beli-ve me, for I ſpeak it without raillery, his extravagancy came at laſt into ſuch 
a made, that he wouid not put on 2 pair of thoes, each of which was not big enough 
_ for both his feet; he would eat nothing but what was great, nor touch any fruit but 
Ekorte-plums and pound-pears: he kept a concubine, that was a very gianteſs, and made 

her walk too always in chiopins, till at laſt, he got the ſurname of Senecio Grandio, 
which Meffala ſaid, was not his cogromen, but his eognomentum : when he declaimed for 
the taree hundred Lacedemomans, who alone oppoſed Xerxes's army of above three 
hundred thouſand, he ſtretched out his arms, aud ſtood on tiptoes, that he might appear 
the taller, aud cried out, in a very loud voice; “ I rejoice, [ rejoice.” We wondered, 
| rememoer, what new great fortune had befallen his eminence. “ Xerxes (ſays he) 

is all mine own. He, who took away the fight of the ſea, with the canvas veils of fo 
many ihips”—and then he gors on fo, as I know not what to make of the reſt, che- 
ther it be the fanli of the edition, or the orator's own burley way of nonſenſe. 
This is the eharatter that Seneca gives of this hyperbolical fop, whom we ſtand 
amazed at, au yet there aie wry ier men who are not in ſoine things, and to ſome _ 
deres, Grroanwigse Is any ching more common, than to fee our ladies of quality 
wo; fuck high ſhoes as icy caunot walk in, without one to lead them; and a gown 
«> lung again as their body, fo that they carnot itir to the next room without a page 
or wo to buld it up? | may ſafely fay, that all the oſtentation of our grandees is, juſt 
Exe a tratn, of nu ufe in the world, but lorribly cumberſome and incommodious. 
What is all this, but a fpice of Grandis? how tedizus would this be, if we were 
_ alvays bend to it! I do belicve there is no King, who wou'd uot rather be depoled, 
tuan eadv!. every day of his reign all the ceremonies of his coronation. „ 
The raightielt princes are glad to fly often from theſe maj-liic pleaſures (Which 
1s methinks, no ſmall diſparagement to them) as it were for refuge, to the moſt con- 
temptil, ie divertiſements aud meaneſt recrcatious of the vulgar, nay, even of children

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One of the moſt powerful and fortunate princes * of the world, of late, could find 
out no delight ſo ſatisfactory, as the keeping of little ſinging birds, and hearing of 
them, and whiltling to them. What did the emperors of the whole world ? If ever 
any men had the free and full enjoyment of all human greatneſs (nay, that would not 
ſuffice, for they would be gods too), they certainly poſſeſſed it: and yet one of them, 
who ſtyled himſelf lord and god of the earth, could not tell how to paſs his whole 
day pleaſantly, without ſpending conſtantly two or three hours in catching of flies, 
and killing them with a bodkin, as if his godſhip had been Beelzebub f. One of his 
predcrefſors Nero, (who never put any bounds, nor met with any ſtop to his appetite) 
could divert himſelf with no paſtime more agreeable, than to run about the ſtrects 
all night in a difguiſe, and abuſe the women, and affront the men whom he met, 
and ſometimes to heat them, and ſometimes to be beaten by them: this was one 
of his imperial nocturnal pleaſures. His chiefeſt in the day was, to ſing and 
play upon a fiddle, in the habit of a minſtrel, upon the public ſtage : he was 
prouder of the gariands that were given to his divine voice (as they called it 
then) in thoſe kind of prizes, than all his forefathers were, of their triumphs over 
nations: he did not at his death complain, that ſo mighty an emperor, and the laſt 
of all the Cæſarian race of deities, ſhould be brought to fo ſhameful and miſerable an 
end; but only cricd out,“ Alas, what pity it is, that fo excellent a muſician ſhould 
periſh in this manner t !” His uncle Claudius ſpent half his time at playing at dice; 
and that was the main fruit of his ſovereignty. I omit the madneſſes of Caligula's de- 
lights, and the execrable foridnets of thoſe of Tiberius. Would one think that Au- 
guttus himſelf, the higheſt and moſt fortunate of mankind, a perſon endowed too with 
many excellent parts of nature, ſhould be ſo hard put to it ſometimes for want of re- 
oercations, as to be found playing at nuts and bounding-ltones, with little Syrian and 
| Mooriſh boys, whoſe company he took delight in, for their prating and their wan-

That a method be here eſtabliſhed, for the infuſing knowledge and language at the 
fame time into them; and that this may be their apprenticeſhip in natural philoſophy. 
This, we conceive, may be done, by breediug them up in authors, or pieces of authors, 
who treat of ſome parts of nature, and who may be underitood with as much eaſe and 
pleaſure, as thoſe which are commonly taught; ſuch are, in Latin, Varro, Cato, Colu- 
mella, Pliny, part of Celſus and of Seneca, Cicero de Divinatione, de Natura Deorum, 
and ſeveral ſcattered pieces, Virgil's Georgics, Grotius, Nemefianus, Manilius: And, 
becauſe the truth is, we want good poets (I mean we have but few), who have pur- 
pofely treated of ſolid and learned, that is, natural matters (the molt part indulging to 
the weakneſs of the world, and feeding it either with the follies of love, or with the 
tables of gods and heroes), we conccive that one book ought to be compiled of all the 
Hteottered little parcels among the ancient poets that might ſerve for the advancement 
ok natural ſcience, and which would make no ſmall or unuſeful or unpleaſant volume. 
To this we would have added the morals and rhetorics of Cicero, and the inſtitutions 
of Quinctilian; and for the comediars, from whom almoſt all that neceſſary part of 
common diſcourſe, and all the molt intimate proprieties of the language, are drawn, 
wee chnceive, the boys may be made maiters of them, as a part of their recreation, and 
not of their tatk, if once a month, or at leaſt once in two, they act one of Terence”; 
Comedies, and atterwards (the moſt advanced) fome of Plautus's; and this is for many 
reaſons one of the beſt exereiſs they can be enjoined, and moſt innocent pieaſires they can 
be allowed. As for the Gwtek authors, they may ſtudy Nicander, Oppianus (whom. 
Zculiger does not doubt to preſer above Homer himſelf, and place next to his adored 
Virgil), Ariſtotle's hiſtory of animals, and other parts, Theophraſtus and Dioſcoridea 
of plants, and a collection made out of ſeveral both poets and other Grecian writers. 
For the morals and rhetoric, Ariſtotle may ſuffice, or Hermogenes and Longinus be 
added for the latter. With the hiſtory of animals they ſhould be ſhewed anatomy as 
a divertiſement, and made to know the figures and natures of thoſe creatures which 
Are not common among us, dilabuting them at the fame time of thoſe errors which 
are un! var tally admitted concerning many, he tame method ſhould be uſed to make 
them acquainted with all plants; and to this mult be added a little of the ancient 
and modern geography, the underitanding of the globes, and the principles of geo- 
metry and aſtronomy. They ſhould likewile uſe to dectaim in Latin and Engliſh, as 
the Romans did in Greek and Latin; and in all this travail be rather led on by fa- 
miliarity, encouragement, and eraulation, than driven by ſeverity, puniſhment, and terror. 
Upon fellivals and play-times, they ſhould exercute themſelves in the fields, by riding, 
leuping, fencing, muſtering, and training, after the manner of ſoldiers, &. And, to 


prevent all dangers and all diſorders, there ſhould always be two of the ſcholars with _ 


them, to be as witneſſes and directors of their actions; in foul weather, it would not 
be amiſs for them to Jearn to dance, that is, to learn juſt fo much (for ali beyond is 
ſuperfluous, if not worſe) as may give them a gracefal comportment of their bodies. 
Upon Sundays, and all days of devotion, they are to be a part of the chaplain's 
That, for all theſe ends, the college fo order it, as that there may be fome con- 
venient and pleaſant houſes thereabouts, kept by religious, diſcreet, and careful perſous,

CONCLUSION. 


IF I be not much abuſed by a natural fondneſs to my own conceptions (that £07 of 


the Greeks which no other language has a proper word for) there was never any pro- 
ject thought upon, which deſerves to meet with ſo few adverſarics as this; for who 


can without impudent folly oppoſe the eſtabliſhment of twenty w ch. elected perſons in 
ſuch a condition of life, that their whole buſne:s and fole profeſſion may he to itudr 
the improvement and advantage of all other profeit.ons, frorn that of the higheſt general 
even to the loweſt artizan? who ſhall be obliged to empioy their whole time, wit, learn- 
ing, and induſtry, to theſe four, the mot uleful that can be imagined, and to no other 


ends; firſt, to weigh, examine, and prove, all things of nature delivered to us by for- 


mer ages; to detect, explode, and ſtrike a centure through all falſe monies with which 


the world has been — and cheated fo long: and (as I may ſay) to ſet the mark of 


the college upon all true coins, that then may puis hereafter without any farther trial: 


| ſecondly, to recover the loſt inventions, and, as it were, drowned lands of the ancients 


thirdly, to improve all arts which we now have: and laſtly, to diſcover others which 
we yet have not: and who ſhall, beſides all this (as a benefit by the bye), give the bett

THE VERSE: 
HE meaſure is Engliſh heroic verſe without rhyme, as that of Homer in Greek, 
and of Virgil in Latin; rhyme being no ncceſſary adjunct or true ornament of 


poem or good verſe, in longer works cſpectally, but the invention of a barbarous age, 


do ſet off wretched matter and lame meter; graced indeed lince by the uſe of ſome fa- 


mous modern poets, carried away by cuſtom, but much to their vexation, hindrance, | 
and conſtraint to expreſs many things otherwiſe, aud for the moit part worſe than elſe 
they would have expreſſed them, Not without cauſe therefore ſome both Italian and 
Spaniſh poets of prime note have rejected rliy me both in longer and ſhorter works, as 
| have alſo long ſince our beſt Engliſh tragedies, as a thing of itſelf, to all judicious ears, 
trivial and of no true muſical delight; which conſiſts only in apt numbers, fit quantity 
of ſyllables, and the ſenſe varioully drawn out from one verſe into another, not in the 
jingling ſound of like endings, a fault avoided by the learned Ancients both in poetry 
and all good oratory. This neglect then of rhyme fo little is to be taken for a defect, 
though it may ſeem ſo perhaps to vulgar readers, that it rather is to be eſteemed an ex- 
ample ſet, the firſt in Englith, of ancient liberty recovered to heroic poem, from the 


troubleſome and modern bondage of rhyming.

T HE ARGUMENT.

| N commands for the gathering theſe flicks into a faggot had ſooner been

made upon poetry, by the examples (not to trouble you with hiſtory) of many viſe 
and worthy perſons of our own times; as Sir Philip Sidney, Sir Francis Bacon, 
Cardinal Perron (the ableſt of his countrymen), and the former Pope; who, they 
ſay, inſtead of the triple crown, wore ſometimes the Poet's ivy, as an ornament, 
perhaps, of lets weight and trouble.

was once fick of this diſeaſe; and yet recovered ſo weil, that of almoſt as bad a Poct 
as your ſervant, he became the moſt perfect Orator in the world. So that, not ſo 
much to have made verſes, as not to give over in time, leaves a man without excuſe : 
the former preſenting us with an opportunity at leaft of doing wiſely, that is, to

it has not had its Auguſtan Age, as well as the Latin. It ſeems to be already mixed 
with forciga languages as far as its purity will bear; and, as Chemiſts fay of their | 
Mlenſtruums, to be quite ſated with the infuſion. But poſterity will beſt judge of 
| this. In the mean time, it is a ſurpriſing reflection, that between what Spenter | 
wrote laſt, and Waller firſt, there ſhould not be much «vove twenty years diſtance : 
and yet the one's language, like the money of that time, is as current now as ever; 
whilll the other words are like old coins, one muſt go to an antiquary to underftand 
their true meaning and value. Such advances may a great genius make, when it 
uadertakes any thing In earneſt! _ jj 8 Ts 
Some Painters will hit the chief lines and maſter-ſtrokes of a face ſo truly, that 
through all the differences of age, the picture ſhall fill bear a reſemblance. This 
art „us Mr. Waller's : He ſought out, in this flowing Tongue of ours, what parts 
_ would laſt, and be of ſtanding uſe and ornament: and this he did fo ſucceſsfully, 
chat bis language is now as freſh as it was at his firlt ſetting out. Were we to 
judge barely by the wording, we could not know what was wrote at twenty, and 
„hat at fourſcore. He complains, indeed, of a tide of words that comes in upon 
inc Englith Poet, end overflows whatever he builds: but this was leſs His cale than 
any man's that ever wrote; and the miſchief of it is, this very complaint will laſt 
long enough to conſute itſelf ; for, though Englith be mouldering ſtone, as he tells 
1 there, get he has certainly picked the beſt out of a bad quarry. SIS We 
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We are no leſs beholden to Him for the new turn of Verſe, which he brought in, 
and the improvement he made in our Numbers. Before His time, men rhymed 
indeed, and that was all: as for the harmony of meaſure, and that dance of words, 
which good ears are ſo much pleaſed with, they knew nothing of it. Their Poetry 
then was made up almoſt entirely of monoſyllables; which when they come together 
in any cluſter, are certainly the moſt harſh untuneable things in the world. If any 
man doubts of this, let him read ten lines in Donne, and he will be quickly convinced. 
Beſides, their verſes ran all into one another; and hung together, throughout a 
whole copy, like the hooked Atoms that compoſe a Body in Deſcartes. There was 
no diſtinction of parts, no regular ſtops, nothing for the ear to reſt upon: but, as 
ſoon as the copy began, down it went, like a larum, inceffantly ; and the reader 
was fure to be out of breath, before he got to the end of it. So that really Verſe in 
thoſe days was but down-right proſe, tagged with rhymes. Mr. Waller removed 
all theſe faults; brought in more polyſyllables, and ſmoother meaſures; bound u 
his thoughts better; and in a cadence more agreeable to the nature of the Verſe He 
v rote in: ſo that where-ever the natural ſtops of that were, He contrived the little 
breakings of His ſenſe ſo as to fall in with them. And for that reaſon, ſince the 
ſtreſs of our Verſe lies commonly upon the laſt ſyllable, you will hardly ever find 
Him ufing a word of no force there. I would ſay, if I were not afraid the reader 

would think me too nice, that He commonly cloſes with Verbs; in which we know 
the life of language conſiſts. 3 FF 

Among other improvements, we may reckon that of his rhymes : which are always 

good, and very often the better for being new. He had a fine ear, and kne vr 
how quickly that ſenſe was cloyed by the fame round of chiming words ftill returning 
upon it. It is a decided cafe by the Great Maſter of writing, © Que ſunt ampla,

__ « faſtidiofifimum. This he underſtood very well: and therefore, to take off the 


danger of a ſurfeit that way, ſtrove to pleaſe by variety, and new lounds. Had he 
carried this obſervation, among others, as far as it would go, it muſt, methinks, 
have ſhewn him the incurable fault of this jingling kind of Poetry ; and have led his 
later judgment to Blank Verſe. But He continued an obſtinate lover of Rhyme to 
the very laſt: it was a miſtreſs that never appeared unhandſome in His eyes; and 
was courted by Him long after Sachariſſa was forfakea. He had railed it, and 
brought it to that perfection we now enjoy it in; and the Poct's temper (which has 
always a little vanity in it) would not juſter Him ever to flight a thing He ha taken 
io much pains to adorn. My Lord Roſcommon was more impartial: no man ever 
rhymed truer and evener than he: yet he is fo juſt as to conſels, that it is was but @ | 
trifle; and to wiſh the tyrant dethroued, and Blank Verſe ſet up in its room. There 
s a third perſon, the living glory of our Engliſh Poetry, who has difclaimed the 
uſe of it upon the Stage: though no man ever emploged it chere fo happily as he. 
It was the firength of his Genius, that firſt brought it into credit in Plays; and it 15 
the force of his example that has thrown it out again. In other kinds of writing, it 
continues ſtill; and will do fo, till ſome excellent pirit ariſes, that has lellure 
enough, and reſolution to brea!: the Charm, and free us from ihe troubleſome bon- 
Lage of rhyming, as Mr. Milton very well calls it; ant has proved it as well, by 
what he has wrote in another way. But this is a though: for times at tome dritance ;

 Whilft I am talking of Verſe, I find myſelf, I do not know how, betrayed into « 


great deal of proſe. I intended no more than to put the Reader in mind what 
reſpect was due to any thing that fell from the pen of Mr. Waller. I have heard 
his laſt printed copies, which are added in the ſeveral editions of his poems, very 
fightiy ſpoken of; but certainly they do not deſerve it. They do indeed diſcover 
themſelves to be his laſt, and that is the worſt we can ſay of them. He is there

The ſame cenſure perhaps will be paſſed on the pieces of this Second Part. 1 
mall not ſo far engage for them, as to pretend they are all equal to whatever he 
wrote in the vigor of his youth: yet they are ſo much of a piece with the reſt, that 
any man will at firft fight know them them to be Mr. Waller's. Some of them were 
wrote very early, but not put into former collections, for reaſons obvious enough, 
but which are now ceaſed. The play f was altered to pleaſe the Court: it is not to 
be doubted who fat for the Two Brothers' characters. It was agreeable to the 
Jweetneſs of Mr. Waller's temper, to ſoſten the rigor of the Tragedy, as he expreſſes 
t: but, whether it be ſoagreeable to the nature of Tragedy itſelf to make every thing 
comes off ealily, I leave to the Critics. In the Prologue, and Epilogue, there are a 
tew verſes that he has made uſe of upon another occaſion : but, the Reader may be 
Pleaſed to allow that in Him, that has been allowed ſo long in Homer and Lucretius. 
Exact writers dreſs up their thoughts ſo very well always, that, when they have 
need of the ſame ſenſe, they cannot put it into other words, but it muſt be to its 
Prejudice. Care has been taken in this Book to get together every thing of Mr. 
Waller's that is not put into the former collection: fo that betwzen both, the Reader 
JJ T CO . 
It will perhaps be contended after all, that ſome of theie ought not to have been 
Publiſhed: and Mr. f Cowley's decifion will be urged, that a neat tomb of marble 
zs a better monument than a great pile of rubbiſh. It might be anſwered to this, 
That the Pictures, and Poems, of great Maſters have been always valued, though the 
laſt hand were not put to them. And I believe none of thoſe Gentlemen that will 


viake the objection, would refuſe a ſketch of Raphael's, or one of Titian's draughts 


of the firſt fitting. I might tell them too, what care has been taken by the learned, 
ro preſerve the fragments of the ancient Greek and Latin Poets: tkere has been 


1 5 thought to be a Divinity in what they ſaid; and therefore the leaſt pieces of it have 


been kept up and reverenced like religious reliques. And, I am ſure, take away the 
S mille anni;“ and impartial reaſoning wall tell us there is as much due to the 
memory of Mr. Waller, as to the moſt celebrated names of antiquity, 
But, to wave the diſpute now of what ugh? to have been dene; I can afſure he 
Neacler, what 5:14 have been, had this edition been delayed. The following _ 
Poems were got abroad, and in a great many hands: it were vain to expect, that 
among fo many admirers of Mr. Waller, they ſhould not meet with one fond enough 
9 publiſh them. They might have ſtaid, indeed, till by frequent tranſcriptions 
they had been corrupted extremely, and jumbled together with things of another 
zinq: bur, then they would hgye found their way into the world. So it was thought

The uſe of them is certainly ancient, as appears both 
from Greek and Latin authors; and we have reaton to believe that it was conti- 
nued without any interruption till the beginning of this century, at which time, 
mottos, anagrams, and frontiſpieces being introduced, Dedications were mightily 

diſcouraged, and at laſt abdicated. But to diicover preciſely when they were re- 
ſtored, and by whom they were firſt uſhered in, is a work that far tranſcend: 
my knowledge; a work that can juſtly be expected from no other pen but that o“ 

your operoſe Doctor Bently. Let us therefore at preſent acquicſee in the dubiou!- 

neſs of their antiquity, and think the authority of the paſt and preſent times . 
ſufficient plea for your patronizing, and my dedicating this poem. Eſpecially finc- 
in this age Dedications are not only faſhionable, but almoit neceſſary; and indeed 

they are now ſo much in vogue, that a book without one, is as feldom ſeen as a 

bawdy-houſe without a Practice of Piety, or a poet with money. Upon this account. 

Sir, thoſe who have no friends, dedicate to all good chriſtians; ſome to their book- 

fellers; ſome, for want of a ſublunary patron, to the manes of a departed one.

T has been ſo uſual among modern authors to write prefaces, that a man is 
I thought rude to his reader, who does not * him ſome account before- hand 
of what he is to expect in the book. 5 
The greateſt part of this collection conſiſts of amorous ts. Thoſe who are 
converſant with the w ritings of the ancients, will obſerve a great difference be- 
tween what they and the moderns have publiſhed on this ſubject. The occaſions 
upon which the poems of the farmer are written, are ſuch as happen to every man 
almoſt that is in love; and the thoughts tuch, as are natural for every man in 
love to think. The moderns, on the ocher hand, have fought out for occaſions that 
none meet v with but themſelves; and fill their verſes with thoughts that are ſur- 
prizing and glittering, but not tender, paiſionate, or natural to a man in love. . 
To judge which of theſe two are in the right; we ought to conſider the end 
that people propoſe in writing love veries: and that I take not to be the getting 
fame or admiration from the world, bur the obtaining the love of their miſtreſs; 
and the beſt way I conceive to make her love you, is to convince her that you 
love her. Now this certainly is not to be done by forced conceits, far-tetched 
fimilies, and ſhining points; but by a true and uy . of the Pains 
and thoughts — ſach a balkon. |

to amuſe himſelf with ſuch triſes as the other. I am pleaſed with Tibullus, when 
he favs, he could live in a deſart with his miftreſs where never any human foot- 
eps appeared, becaule I doubt not but he really thinks what he ſays : but L confeſ; 
I can hardly forbear laughing when Petrarch tells us, he could live without any 
other ſuſtenance ihon us miirets' looks. I can very eaſy believe a man may 
dove 4 woman ſo well as to «lire e no company but her's; but 1 can never believe 


A ma 
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a man can love a woman ſo well as to have no need of meat and drink if he 
may look upon her. The firſt 1s a ws 6 o natural for a lover, that there is no 
man really in love, but thinks the ſame thing; the other is not the thought of a man 
in love, but of « man who would impoſe upon us with a pretended love (and that 
indeed very groſsly too) While he nad really nowe at all. 

It would be endicſs to pariue this point; and any wan who will but give himſelf 
the trouble to compare what tlie anciens and moderns nave ſaid upon the fame 
occaſions, will ſoon perceive the advantage the former have over the others. I have 
choſen to mention Petrarch only, as be ing by mach the mot famous of all the 
moderus who have written love-verſes: and it is, inde ed, the great reputation 
which he has gotten, that has given encouravement to this faite ſort of wit in the 
world: for people, ſecing the great credit he had, and his indeed to this days 
not only in Italy, but over all Europe, have ſatisfied themielves wich the imita: 1 
on of him, never enquiring whether the way he took was right or noc. 

There are no modern writers, perhaps, who have ſocceeded better in se 
than the Engliia ; and it is indeed juſt that the faireſt ladies ſhould in ire the 
beſt poets, Never was there a mare copious fa cy or greater reach of Wit than 
what appears in Dr. Donne; nothing can be more Balla. t or gener] than the poems 
of Mr. Waller; nothing more gay or ſprichtly thin thoſe of Sir John Suckling 3 
and nothing fuller of variety and learning than Mr, Cowley's. However, ut may 
be obierved, that among all cheſe, thac fof.nefs, tenderneſs, and violence of paſſion, 
which the ancients thought moſt proper fur love-verics, is wantiag: and at the 
ſame time that we muſt allow Dr. Donne to have been a very great wit; — 
Waller a very gallant writer; Sir John Sucklirg a very gay ore; and Mr, Cow 
ley a great genius; yet methinks I can hard!y tary any cnc of them to have bre 
a very great lover. And it gricves me that the ancients, wav could never bs 
handiomer women than we have, ſhould nevertheleſs be to much more in love than 
we are. But it is probable the great reaſon of this may be the cruelcy of our la- 
dies; for a man muſt be imprudent ind-ed to let his paſſion take very deep root, when 
he has no reaſon to expect any fort of return to it. And if it be fo, there ought 
to be a petition made to the fair, that they would be pleated ſometimes to abate | 
a little of their rizour for the propagation of good verſe. 1 do not mean that they 
ſhoald conter their favours upon none but men of wit, that woutd be too great a 
confinement indeed ; but that they would admit them upon the eme foot with ocher 
peo le; and if they pleaſe now and then to make the \EXPCrLMENT, 1 fancy hey 
will find entertainment enough from the very variety of it. 

There are three ſorts of poems chat are proper for love: _ paſtorals, clegies, 0 | 
lyric verſes; under which laſt, I comprehend all ſongs, odes, fonners, madrigals, and 
ſtanzas. Of all theſe, paſtoral is the loweſt, and, upon that account, berhaps moſt 
proper for love; fince it is the nature of that paſſion, to render tae foul ſoft and 
humble. Theſe three torts of poems ought to differ, not culy in their numbers, 
Lut in the deſigns, and iu every tucugcht of them. Though we have no difference 
between the veries of pattoral and elegy in the modern languages, yet the num- 
bers cf the firlt ought to be louſer and not fo ſonorous as the other; the thoughts 
more ſimple, more eaſy, and more humble. The dehn ought to be the repre- 
ſenting the lite of a ſhepherd, not o ly by talking ot lech and fields, but by 
thow! ing us the tr th, fic erk y, and innocence, that accompanies that ſort of life: 
for though I know cur matters, Tneocritus and Vi irgu. have not always conformed 
in this point of innocence; Theocritus, in his Daphauis, having made his love too 
wWanton, and Virgil, in his Alexis, placed bis paſſion upon. a toy; vet (if we may 
de allowed to cenſure thoſe whom we muit always reverence) 5 23.5 both thoſe.

as between the lite of the country and the court. In the firſt, love ought to be 
repreſented as among ſhepherds, in the other as among gentlemen. They ovght to be 
ſmooth, clear, tender, and paſſionate. The thoughts may be bold, more gay, and 
more elevated, than in paſtoral. The paſſions they repreſent, either more gallant 
or more violent, and leis innocent than the others. The ſubjects of them, prayer-, 
praiſe, expoſtulations, quarrels, reconcilements, threatnings, jealouſies, and in tine, 
all the natural effects of love. . „ 
Luricks may be allowed to handle all the fame ſubjects with elegy, but to do 
it however in a different manner. An elegy ought to be ſo entirely one thing, 
and every verſe ought ſo to depend upon the other, that they ſhould not be able to 
ſubſiſt alone; or, to make uſe of the words of a“ great modern critic, there muſt be

Luyricks, on the other hand, though they ought to make one body as well as 
che other, yet may conſiſt of parts that are entire of themſelves. It beiug a rule 
In modern languages, that every ſtanza ought to make up a complete ſenſe without 
running into the other. Frequent ſentences, which are accounted faults in elegies, 
are beauties here. Beſides this, Malherbe, and the French poets after him, have 
made it a rule in the ſtanzas of fix lines, to make a pauſe at the third; and in 
thoſe of ten lines, at the third and the ſeventh. And it muſt be confeſt that this 
exactneis renders them much more muſical and harmonious; though they have not 
always been fo religious in obſerving the latter rule as the former. 
But I am engaged an a very vain or a very fooliſh deſign: thoſe who are critics, 
it would be a preſumption in me to pretend I could inftrut; and to inſtruct thoſe 
who are not, at the ſame time I write myſelf, is (if I may be allowed to apply 
another man's ſimile) like felling arms to an enemy in time of war: though there 


- ought, perhaps, to be more indulgence ſhewn to things of love and gallantry than 


any others, becauſe they are generally written when people are young, and intended 
for ladies who are not ſuppoſed to be very old; and all young people, eſpecially 
of the fair ſex, are more taken with the livelineis of fancy, than the correctneſs 
of judgment. It may alſo be obſerved, that to write of love well, a man muſt be 
really in love; and to correct his writings well, he muſt be out of love again. 1 


am well enough ſatisfied I may be in circumſtances of writing of love, but I am 


almoſt in defpair of ever being in circumſtances of correcting it. This I hope may 
be a reaſon for the fair and the young to paſs over ſome of the faults; and as for 


the grave and wiſe, all the favour I ſhall beg of them is, that they would not read | 


them. Things of this nature are calculated only for the former. If love-verſes 
work upon the ladies, a man will not trouble himſelf with what the critics fay of 
them: and if they do not, all the commendations the critics can give him will 
make but very little amends. All I ſhall ſay for theſe trifles is, that I pretend not to 

vie with any man whatſoever. I doubt not but there are ſeveral now living who are 
able to write better on all ſubjects than I am upon any one: but I will take the 
| boldneſs to ſay, that there is no one man among them all who ſhall be readier to ac 
Knowledge his own faults, or to do juſtice to the merits of other people,
